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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument are not persuasive. 
Regarding applicant's argument that "the talk group and assiciated talk group identifier codes are location specific and not user device 
specific". The Examiner disagree. Applicant should refer to Valentine, reference cited by the Examiner at col. 7 lines 1-5, where the talk 
group and associated talk group identifier codes are user-device specific e.g., the memory device 216 (fig. 2) stores a wide array of mobile 
station (user-device) specific data, such as decoding/encoding functions, neighbour and serving cell information relating to timing, 
frequency channels, power control and the like, as well as the TGID codes to be scanned when in a particular cell. Therefore the talk 
group and associated talk group identifier codes are user device specific. Applicant further argued that Valentine does not disclose the 
claimed feature of "the request and response are sent using layer 3 messages" (claim 23) and "the data structure is an enhanced 
registration accept message" (claim 26). The Examiner disagree. The Applicant should refer to the Valentine's reference at col. 7 lines 29- 
33 where the Examiner interpreted the request and response are sent using layer 3 messages e.g., adapted for a dedicated control 
channel and Valentine's reference at column 7 lines 13-19 where the Examiner interpreted the data structure is an enhanced registration 
accept message. 
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
